Wliat Chief Cuddy Thinks of 
the Hatter. 


A 
CHINAMAN’S 
REFUTATION 


The Action o f the Council Freely 
Commented Upon by the C iti­ 
zens in General. 


The attempt of certain members of the 
City Government to down Chief of Police 
Cuddy and diemisa him 
in 
disgrace 
from a position he has held with honor 
to himself and to the community so 
long, is considered one of the most out­ 
rageous proceedings that ever occurred 
in 
this 
or any other city. In the 
H k r a l d ’s account of the proceedings of 
yesterday’s meeting of the City Council, 
given publication elsewhere, the reader 
will And a complete and accurate ac­ 
count of the attempt of certain of the 
members of that body to oust from office 
the very best officer the city has ever had 
at the head of the Police Department. 
On the unverified statement of a Chinese 
convict it was attempted to dismiss 
Chief Cuddy in disgrace. Nobody dared 
father the statement; the Mongol crimi­ 
nal himself dared not put his head 
inside the portals of the Council Chamber. 
The action of some of the members of 
the Council yesterday spread like wild­ 
fire through the town. 
It would be put­ 
ting it mildly to state that it was much 
commented upon. 
Supreme disgust was 
apparent upon Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike. 
Who the man was that was 
afraid to open his mouth and acknowl­ 
edge that he prepared in English the 
statement of the Chinese, when called 
upon in Council to do so, was a matter 
of universal inquiry. Whoever or what­ 
ever he was, tliis person was the re­ 
cipient of expressions of opinion of a 
character not to be made public in print. 
It was the generally expressed opinion 
that for political aud spiteful motives 
alone enemies were trying to down the 
Chief of Police, and their 
cowardly 
method of procedure was strongly con­ 
demned. To several posted citizens their 
action yesterdav caused no surprise. 
They expected it, and statei as a reason, 
openly and above board, that the alleged 
desire to have an honest man Chief of 
Police had nothing to do with it. 
When it was known that Councilman 
Lovell had openly moved the Chief’s sus­ 
pension, a H e r a l d man sought to become 
acquainted with the nature of the state­ 
ment the Chinese highbinder and ex­ 
convict, Wong Que & Co., filed with the 
City Council. 
The statement is to the 
effect that this man Que, in June, sought 
to open and maintain a tan game in 
Chinatown. 
He alleges that he was ap­ 
proached next day by a Chinaman, who 
told him he could not operate unless he 
paid, for the police fund, $30 per week 
for each game. This, Que says, he re­ 
fused to do. 
On the same day he alleges 
-the same Chinaman approached him and 
told him be could run his game or games 
if he paid $15 a week tribute. 
Que says 
he refused to pay this amount, and that 
since he has been raided every time he 
tried to operate. 
He says he believes 
the Chinaman wanted the money for the 
police office. 
This is the sum and sub­ 
stance of a tissue of statements that 
would 
occupy 
two 
columns of 
a 
newspaper, and is not verified under 
oath, and 
the 
fact 
that 
whoever 
wrote it out in English was too cowardly 
to father it is said to be prima facie evi­ 
dence of the fact that it is a manufactur­ 
ed declaration of falsehood from top to 
bottom. The cry was raised in the 
Council, “ Who sends or knows about 
this paper, and no answer came.” 
The H e r a l d man next met President 
Humphreys directly in 
front of the 
H e r a l d office, as be was proceeding up 
Second to Fort street. 
The reporter asked: “ W hat about this 
Chief of Police business?” 
‘I t does not concern the Chief of 
Police at a ll; it is the old story of China­ 
town corruption,” was the answer, and 
Mr. Humphreys moved away. Yet de­ 
spite this assertion, Mr. Humphreys, a 
Democrat, saw fit to appoint two Repub­ 
licans and one Democrat as a committee to 
investigate the charges against the Chief 
of Police, with the high linders’ unsworn 
statement as a basis from which to work. 
Chief Cuddy was next seen by the 
H e r a l d man, in his private office. 
He 
was asked concerning the matter, and 
in response to queries said: 
“I know this to l>e a conspiracy on the 
part of those members of the Council to 
down me. 
They have adopted this 
m ethod in this, their latest attem pt to do 
so. 
I will tell you the truth of this m at­ 
ter. 
In the first place let me speak of 
the Chinaman Wong Que, who signs 
th at statem ent. H e is an ex-convict, a 
highbinder, and is known to the officers, 
who sent him to State’s Prison, as 
“ Charley Que.” He was imported here 
by the notorious Ah Ark and his confed­ 
erates, and received $500 as a retainer to 
“ fix” things with this, or the Mayor’s 
office so that fan-tan could be operated, 
unmolested, in Chinatown. 
He haunted 
me from the time of his arrival here, 
about the last of May, until I kicked him 
out of this office. 
He wanted me to ar­ 
range so that the Chinatown games could 
run. 
Ark, 
his 
companion, 
did 
the same thing. 
They 
wanted it 
arranged so that the city, for value 
received would allow the games to run. 
I know he visited the Mayor’s office on 
the same business. 
When Que found it 
would not go he opened a Chinese 
brothel, the very filthiest of its class. I 
made every effort to get evidence to con­ 
vict him and he knows it, for he told ex­ 
Officer Boland he would get even with 
me. The m an is a ‘Little Pete,’ a shrewd 
Chinaman and as unscrupulous as any of 
his class. 
H e has consented, very pos­ 
sibly for money, to be made a tool of the 
men who do not want to see me hold 
this office. Now as to hiB statement. 
W hile it does not directly or indirectly 
accuse 
m e 
of 
anything 
I 
know 
it 
is 
not 
true, 
because 
I know 
th at from the time Que got here we were 
m aking it too hot for Chinese or white 
men to gamble. Possibly at odd mo­ 
ments a game m ight have been started 
up, but it never lasted, and ever since 
we have watched the games so closely 
th a t gambling in fan tan or in anything 
else unlawful is a dead letter in Los An­ 
geles. That statem ent is a tissue of lies, 
written in English by a m an too cow­ 
ardly to say he wrote at Que’s dictation 
or while in his employ. This is all I 
have to say regarding it. As I told the 
Council, I court investigation. I demand

The shooting of a gambler nam ed Arad 
Howe in front of McGinnis’ saloon 
Main Street about half past 8 o’clock, 
by another gam bler named H arry Wicks 
created quite a sensation last night. 
Am 
far as could be learned of the canses, it 
appears th at during the afternoon Wicka 
a n d a m an knowD as “ Butch” were en­ 
gaged in playing a game of crib for stakes, 
which grew from $1 a corner to $5, an d 
Wicks was the loser. 
Suspecting lU t 
“ Butch’'w a s cheating him he accneed 
him , and taking up the cards counted 
them . He only found fifty, while there 
should have been fifty-two. 
“ Butch” 
picked up the $10, which Wicks aleo 
claimed, and Howe was called upon 
to decide as to 
who 
should 
have 
the money. 
He decided that it belonged 
to “ Butch.” and the game broke up. 
About 8:30 o'clock “ B utch,” in company 
with Howe, walked down M ain Btreet 
from the Anheuser-Busch saloon ami 
met Wicks in front of M cGinnis’ saloon. 
Wicks drew a pistol, and, jum ping upon 
“ Butch,” h it him over the head. 
Howe 
cried out to Wicks to Btop, and in retain 
Wicks turned and fired his revolver a t 
Ilowq, the ballet striking him in the 
chest. 
Howe turned and ran into Mc­ 
Ginnis’ saloon, and as he did so Wicka 
fired two more shots, both taking effect, 
one glancing along his side and the other 
entering his back. H e fell in front of 
the counter, and Wicks 
turning to 
look 
after “ Butch,” found 
he waa 
gone. 
H e 
then 
entered 
McGin­ 
nis’ and looked around for “ Batch,’* 
but not seeing him , went out, visited the 
Anheuser-Busch saloon, took a glass of 
beer, and walking around the po^toffice 
was last seen entering New H igh street. 
Several police officers were soon on the 
spot, ana a surgeon was called and ex­ 
amined the wound on Howe’s person. 
Later on Howe was taken to his room on 
Commercial street, but up to a late hour 
no clue was found of Wicks. 
The ballet 
which h it Howe in tho breast struck 
a bone and glancing, lodged under the 
skin in front of the breast bone. The 
bullet which penetrated tho back, how-, -> 
ever, was considered dangerous

likely to cause death. 
At five minutes past 2 o’clock this 
morning H arry W icks walked rapidly 
into the police station. 
A half dozen 
reporters seated about the front of the ela­ 
tion quickly recognized the

shootist, and

up to Clerk Si True and asked him if he 
was in charge. Receiving an answ er in 
the affirmative, W icks replied, “ Well, I 
want to give myself up. 
My nam e is 
Wicks and I shot Howe.”

Wicks to Chief 
Cuddy’s office, where the shooter took

chair.

and 
collected, and when a H e r a l d m an ap­ 
proached him smiled pleasantly and 
said : “ W ell,I suppose you want to know 
all about it. 
1 don’t care to m ak e» 
statem ent now.” 
He then rem ained si­ 
lent and Bhortly afterwards was locked 
up in a cell. 


RUN OYER.

Butler and a companion, 6. A.

They had reached 
a point where a switch track is located, 
and were caused to halt by a train stand­ 
ing on the track. When the train started 
the horses became frightened and ran 
away down Alameda street. 
Both men

when

Springer jumped and struck on his side, 
bruising it badly. 
As he turned abont 
he saw with horror that Butler had rolled 
from the wagon under one of the hind 
wheels, which had passed over his body 
and neck. 
At that moment Frank Casey 
happened along and rushing to Butler 
picked him up and asked if he was badly 
hurt. 
Butler never answered and when 
Casey looked at him he saw he was 
dead. 
Deceased was conveyed to the rooms 
of Orr & Sutch, undertakers, and Coron­ 
er Meredith summoned from Santa Mon­ 
ica to hold an inquest. This the Coroner 
did late in the afternoon. The verdict of 
the jury was that deceased had accident­ 
ly been killed by falling from his wagon 
while the team was running away. 
Deceased lived in a rented liouae at 
York and Martin sheets and leaves a 
wife and three small children to mourn 
his loss. 
He was an old resident, and 
for fourteen years was an employee of the 
Main street car line.

WHO 18 TH E SKULKING COWARD? 


Chincgo C h arg es A g ain st C hief Cuddy 
S u rre p titio u sly In tro d u c ed by 
Some H y p o critical .Fraud. 


The City Council mot yesterday m orn­ 
ing—President H um phreys in the chair, 
and M essrs. Hanley, Book, M oriarty, 
fiinaabaugh, Qibbs, C handler, Mathews, 
Boebyshell, H iller, Collins, Teed, Barrett 
an d Lovell were present. 
A communication was received from 
Clerk Teed, stating that the Council ac­ 
cording to law would have to resolve 
itw lf into a Board of Equalization and to 
m eet every day until the six books con­ 
taining the* assessm ents 
were 
read 
through, and these were to be finished 
before the 5th of August. 
On motion of 
Captain B arrett the m atter was laid over 
until after the work of the Council had 
been concluded. 
A statem ent in regard to the position 
of the Los Angeles street opening was 
read from Messrs. Wells, Van Dyke and 
Lee. According to a stipulation, $12,000 
was to be paid for M rs. Bigelow’s pro­ 
perty, and in accordance with an order 
of the Court, the street cannot be opened 
until the money is paid. 
Captain Barrett said th at Mrs. Bigelow 
w as about to build and the m atter should 
be settled. 
Referred to the City Attor­ 
ney and Finance Committee to examine 
into and report at the next meeting. 
The report of the Board of Public 
■Works as published in the H e r a l d on 
Sunday morning was adopted. 
_ W hen the m atter relative to a peti­ 
tion for a franchise for a street railway 
oa W ater street came up, it was stated 
by Captain B arrett th at the road had 
been 
built and in operation for six 
months without a franchise having been 
granted. 
Referred 
to 
the City At­ 
torney. 
Street Superintendent Baldwin recom­ 
m ended that the Police require all part­ 
ies constructing eidewalks or moving 
Buildings 
to show perm its from the 
Street Superintendent, and that where 
private ditches cross the streets the sides 
be m ade sloping so as to be crossed easi­ 
ly. The first portion of the communica­ 
tion was referred to the Chief of Police, 
and the latter to the Zanjero. 
C aptain Barrett moved that old speci­ 
fications, 
one and 
four, for paving 
■treats, be 
rescinded. Carried. 
Cor­ 
rected specifications were then read and 
adopted. Captain B arrett said that un­ 
der the Vrooman act the Street Superin­ 
tendent’s work was trebled on account of 
th e num ber of assessments which he had 
to m ake. H e moved that the Street 
Superintendent be allowed a deputy at a 
■alary of $100 per month. Carried. 
Captain B arrett called attention to the 
Approach of 
the Buena V ista street 
bndge which was becoming dangerous. 
H e moved that the Street Superintend­ 
ent be instructed to make the repairs. 
C arried. 
M rs. Sawtelle asked that one year ad­ 
ditional time be granted lor the laying of 
m ains for the Avery Gas Company. 
Orauted. 


C H IN E S E A F F ID A V IT S . 
The Clerk at this point read a charge 
against Chief of Police Cuddy, preferred 
by Woi g Que. 
These charges com­ 
menced by charging Chief Cuddy with 
having misconducted the affairs of his 
office, and then in a carefully written 
document of several pages of fools-cap, 
signed by Wong Que, it was stated that 
the information came from one Ah Mow, 
who had full knowledge of the thirty- 
four games running in Chinatown. This 
inform ant had told the writer that on 
th e 8lh of Jane all the games but three 
w ere paying thirty per m onth for the 
privilege of running, th at these three 
gam es had been visited and requested to 
pay $30 a piece also, th e money to go 
w ith the rest to the Police Department. 
These games refused to pay the $3 0, 
an d then the Chinamen, who demanded 
th e money, said they would-accept $15 
for each game. This was also refused, 
and the representatives of the other 
games said if they did not pay they 
would be broken up. 
Wong Quo stated 
th a t these three games were raided, aud 
described how it was done, furnishing a 
diagram of the house. H e also cays that 
th e other games were allowed to run un­ 
til the detectives, sent to Chinatown by 
M ayor W orkm an and Mr. Humphreys, 
appeared and closed all the games. 
He 
dosed by saying that he was able to 
-prove the statements, and asked to be 
allowed to do so. 
A nother letter was read signed by a Chi­ 
nam an named Wong, who asked protec­ 
tion and to be allowed to pay the $30 por 
m outh into th e Ci’y Treasury. 
Air. 
Lovell moved that the m atter be referred 
to a special committee pf ttire*» to exam - 
Into tho m atter and report'¿t a future 
meeting. 
Captain Barrett objected to this be­ 
cause the petitions were not affirmed be­ 
fore any one, nor did any one seem to 
know anything about them . 
M r. 8insabaugh seconded Mr. Lovell’s 
motion to refer to a committee. 
Mr. Collins said that be did not believe 
the C h’ef was getting a cent of the money 
if any h a d been paid. 
The cost of the 
in v e stig a tio n would be seven or eight 
hundred d o lla rs, and the m atter was not 
worth th a t much attention. 
If the Chi­ 
n a m e n would guarantee to pay the cost 
of the investigation he m ight be willing 
to v o te for it. 
M r. Gibbs thought the charges were 
serious and should be investigated. 
Mr. Teed said that the Chief would no 
doubt dem and an investigation, and he 
favored the idea. 
Captain Barrett moved as an am end­ 
ment that the pot itioners furnish bonds 
for tho paym ent of the expenses. 
Mr. Lovell said his motion did not in­ 
volve any expense, and that the motion 
was out of order. 
Mr. Collins said that an expense would 
be involved for a short hand reporter, 
and the expenses ought to be paid by the 
petitioner before any steps were taken. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh thought that the m at­ 
ter was very serious and should be inves­ 
tigated. 
W hat he wanted was to get to 
th e bottom of the affa r. 
Mr. Chandler said th a t there had been 
affidavits th at three Chinamen had taken 
m coey and collected the $30 per month 
from each game and he wanted to know 
w hy these Chinamen had not been a r­ 
retted by the order of the Police Com­ 
missioners. 
He would have charged 
these Chinamen with having collected 
th e money and they were the ones who 
■hoold be arrested and tried, and it was 
te m g a th a t this had not been done. He 
did not believe th at the Chief had ever 
taken a cent of the money and the proper 
way to go to work was to a* rest the three 
Chinamen and try them . 
Mr. Hanley moved that the matter 


which was out of place be referred to the 
City Attorney and the Police Commis­ 
sioners. 


W H O IS T H E A R T F U L D O D G E R . 
Captain Barrett said that it was nil 
nonsense to talk of investigating the 
Chief. The papers had not been sworn 
to aud he would like to know how they 
had come before the Council; who had 
given them to the Clerk to tea<l. 
Mr. H um phreys replied that he sup­ 
posed they came into the Clerk’s hands 
in the usual way. 
Captain Barrett wanted to know by 
what right the Clerk had read the com­ 
m unications aud asked him who had 
given them to him . 
Mr. H um phreys interposed before the 
Clerk could answer, and said that that 
was not the question. 
The documents 
he supposed had been placed on the desk 
like every other m atter. 
Captain 
Barrett: 
“ Mr. Clerk, who 
gave you the papers to read ?” 
Mr. Hum phreys answering, “ I know 
nothing about it myself. They came 
there, I suppose, like other business, aud 
the Clerk read them .” 
Captain B arrett: 
“ Mr. Clerk, I want 
to know who gave those papers to you. 
and by what right you read them . 
It 
appears that the papers were brought 
here by some one, and I want to know 
who fathers them .” 
Mr. H um phreys: 
“ Captain Barrett, 
allow me to explain. 
A great many 
communications are handed in to the 
Clerk to read, and I suppose these weie 
placed on his desk also. ’ ’ 
No one else among the members ap­ 
peared to know anything about the pa­ 
pers and for a minute there was silence, 
and then Mr. Collins asked to be allowed 
to am end tho motion to refer the papers 
to a special committee, so that no steps 
be taken until the one who presented 
them bad deposited $1,500 cash with the 
Clerk of the Council to cover the expense 
of short-hand reporters. 
Captain Barrett said that it appeared 
that no one was willing to father the pa­ 
péis and no one appeared to know where 
they came from, aud, therefore, they had 
no right before ti e Council. 
H e there­ 
fore, moved th a t the whole m atter be 
laid on the table. 
A thing which no one 
was willing to father was not fit to be 
considered. 
Neither at this tim e nor at any later 
stage of the proceedings did any one ap­ 
irear to know where the papers come or 
who put them on the cleik’a desk, and 
the clerk was not given an opportunity to 
say where he got them. 
Captain Barrett’s motion to lay on the 
table met w ith no second and 
was 
dropped. 
Mr. Hanley said that the m atter had 
not been brought before the Council in a 
proper m anner. It was noway to blacken 
a m an’s character first and theu appoint 
a committee to investigate the charges. 
The proper way would have been to have 
appointed the committee and to have 
brought the charges before them before 
they were given to the public, aud he be­ 
lieved Mr. Cuddy had recourse against 
the parties who had brought the m atter 
before the public. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh said the charges had 
been public talk for some time, and 
should be investigated. 
Captain B arrett asked Dr. Sinsabaugh 
if he had not hoard it stated that in the 
Star chamber proceedings of the Police 
Commissioivfitatements had been made 
that three Chinese had been collecting 
money. 
He wanted to know why these 
statem ents had not been investigated. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh said that was a differ­ 
ent matter. 
Mr. Book moved as a substitute for 
the whole that a committee be appointed 
to work without expense to the city and 
report at the next meeting. 
Captain Barrett moved to ameDd that 
the committee bring in all the testimony 
taken in the Star chamber proceedings 
as well as all other taken by the Police 
Commissioners. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the charges 
be laid on the table until the committee 
could report. 
The Clerk commenced to call the roll 
on this last motion and was in its midst 
when Mr. Collins moved to adjourn. 
The roll call was stopped and the mo­ 
tion to adjourn until 1 :30 was carried. 


A f t e r n o o n S e s s io n . 
At a quarter to two o’clock the Council 
recon ened, with Chief Cuddy present. 
Captain B arrett moved that the regular 
order of business be token up. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh am ended to take up 
the question under discussion when an 
adjournment was taken. 
Amendment 
carried. 
Mr. Collins moved that Chief Cuddy, 
who was present, be heard. 
Chief Cuddy s id there was a regular 
form for the 
preferment of 
charges 
against officers, and he asked that the 
charges against him be made in that 
form. 
As regards Wong Duck, he was a 
notorious felon and convict, b at laying 
that aside the Chief was ready to aid in 
the investigation of any charges, either 
these or any other that might be brought 
against him or the conduct of his office, 
by any citizen of Los Angeles, to the full 
extent of his power. 
Ho was anxious 
for an inv< stigation and would do all he 
could to get to the bottom of the matter. 
Mr. 8insaban"h said he was 
l0 
llGar the chief talk hi this manner and 
would vote for Captain B arrett’s motion 
to lay the charges on the table, on Chief 
Cuddy’s assurance that he would assist 
in the investigation. 
Mr. Hum phreys 6aid that no charges 
had ever been brought to the Police 
Commission against the Chief. There 
had been evidence showing th at money 
had been paid to middlemen, and the 
Commission had not considered the m at­ 
ter to be in a proper shape to bring be­ 
fore the public. 
Mr. Book thought that the communi­ 
cations should be referred to a committee 
to report and find out w hether there was 
any truth in the m atter. 
Mr. Chandler said he intended to have 
the m atter investigated, not the charges 
against the Chief, but the corruption ’in 
Chinese affairs. 
Captain B arrett thought that the Coun­ 
cil was having its time taken up un­ 
necessarily by charges presented by a 
Chinese convict, and he hoped the m at­ 
ter would be dropped. 
Captain B arrett’s motion to lay on the 
table was lost. 
Mr. Book’s motion to refer to a special 
committee was renewed. 
Captain B arrett wanted to know what 
the committee was to report upon. 
Mr. Collins said the committee should 
not only investigate the Chief, but the 
whole Police Commission. 
The motion to refer to a committee 
was carried. 
Mr. Chandler moved that all that por­ 
tion of th e communication relative to 
charges against Mr. Cuddy be erased 
from the papers before given to the com­ 
m ittee. 
Captain Barrett gave notice that he 
would move to reconsider the motion 
on next Monday at 11 o’clock. 
Mr. Lovell moved to lay the notice on 
the table. 
(Ruled ont of order.) 
Captain 
B arrett 
wanted to know 
w hether the committee could go and act 
in the premises, notwithstanding the no­ 
tice to reconsider, and w hether a com­ 
m ittee could be appointed. 


Mr. H umphreys ruled that the chair 
had a right to i.ppoint the committee and 
the committee hud a right to go ahead 
and do its work, not withstanding the 
notice of reconsideration. 
He appointed Messrs. Book, Booby* 
shell and Teed, all of whom declined— 
Mr. Bosbyshell because he was in ill 
health, Mr. Teed because he had ex­ 
pressed himself against Chief Cuddy on 
tho streets and in public. 
Mr. H umphreys appointed Dr. Sinsa- 
baugh in place of Mr. Bosbyshell, but 
would accept no other declinations. 
Mr. CollinB objected to the committee 
as uppoiuted, because tho majority of it 
was Republican, and it was not right 
that a Republican committee should be 
appointed to try a Democratic official, 
especially when the Council was Demo­ 
cratic. 
Mr. Lovell said that to settle the whole 
m atter he would move that Chief Cuddy 
be dismissed from further service. 
No 
second. 
Mr. Collins said, “ T hat’s just w hat 
you w ant.” 
Mr. Teed renewed his declination, and 
Mr. H umphreys appointed M r. Collins in 
Mr. Teed’s place. 
Mr. Collins said that there was no use 
in this, because he would say right now 
there was nothing in the charges. 
Mr. Hum phreys then said that the 
committee would stand Messrs. Book, 
Sinsabaugh and Teed. 
Mr. Teed said ho positively would not 
serve. Chief Cuddy, who had listened 
to the discussion, said he hoped the 
Committee would serve and th at none of 
its members would decline, because he 
would aid the investigation with all his 
power, and he wanted the investigation 
to be made. 
OTHER BUSINESS. 
The paym ent of a w arrant for the con­ 
struction of the East Side levee came up, 
and 
it 
appearing that the property 
owners had not deeded a 20 foot right- 
of-way to the city, the Mayor was in­ 
structed to hold the w arrant until this 
provision of an agreem ent had been 
complied with. 
The report of the Finance Committee 
with the exception of a recoi mendation 
to require the City Surveyor to furnish 
an inventory of the city property in his 
possession was adopted. 
The Clerk was instructed 1 readvertiee 
for some one to build an e ngine house 
and rent it to the city. 
On recommendation of the Fire Com­ 
mission in relation to the issuauce of per­ 
mits for building was objected to by Cap­ 
tain Barrett. 
His motion to lay on the 
table was lost. 
Mr. C handler’s motion 
to adopt the recommendation of the com­ 
mittee was carried. 
The Board of H ealth recommended the 
acceptance of a proposition of the City 
W ater Company to erect sprinkling hy­ 
drants. 
Refeired back to the Board of 
Health. 
Mr. Book moved that the City Attor­ 
ney draw an ordinance preventing people 
from bathing in the Seventh street park 
lake. Carried. 
The City Surveyor reported that he 
had completed the surveys for the outfall 
sewer to the ocean and found the total 
distance to be 09,037 feet, aud estimated 
the cost, if built of brick, at $300,000, or 
of concrete, at $220,821 w ithout the 
trench aud bridge over the Ballona 
creek, or $301,000 with them . 
Captain B arrett moved th a t the City 
Attorney draw an ordinance calling an 
election for voting for bonds for $300,000. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh moved that the sewer 
be built of brick. Carried. 
On motion the m atter was referred to 
the Sewer Committee to secure a right of 
way and to report at the next meeting. 
Resolutions of intention to pave Main 
street, Commercial 
street, 
Requena 
street and Fir.it street were road aud 
adopted. 
Mr. H anley moved that the Clerk 
notify the Southern 
Pacific Railroad 
Company to plonk its track near the 
Capitol Mills, Naud’s warehouse and at 
the crossings of Sichel and Workman 
streets, East Los Angeles. Carried. 
The Superintendent of Streets was in­ 
structed to make necessary repairs to the 
approaches of the Downey avenue bridge. 
Resolutions of intention to grade and 
establish the grades of a num ber of 
streets, were read and adopted. 
Bids for grading Home street, for con­ 
structing a brick culvert in the Arroyo de 
Los Reyes, for constructing a cement 
sidewalk, for grading Belmont avenue, 
and for constructing a storm water drain 
on Fort street, were read and referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 
The Council then resolved iteelf into a 
Board of Equalization, with Mayor Work­ 
man in the chair, and adjourned uutil to­ 
night at 7 o’clock.

Probably no Presidential campaign in 
A merican political annals ever opened 
with such gloomy auspices for a party as 
that which led up to the nomination of 
Harrison

Morton. The unques­ 
tioned choice of the Republican masses 
wa8 Jam es G. Blaine. 
Let his demerits 
be what they may, he was the only 
~ Republican leader who had a ghost of a 
«how of exciting any popular enthusiasm. 
The Plum ed K night could have had the 
nomination by lifting his little finger. 
H e did not w ant it. The truth of the 
matter is that he thought 
there was 
sm all chances of his success in 1884 and 
none at all in 1888. 
This is the real 
inspiration of his Florence letter. 
He 
knew well th at if Cleveland could beat 
him in 1884 with the bugbear of 
financial 
crisis, 
so 
long inculcated 
as the result of a Democratic triumph, 
and with factional feuds in the Dem­ 
ocracy of New Y oik Ciiy of long stand­ 
ing and unhealed, in 1888 the splendid 
leader of the Democratic party would 
sim ply overwhelm him , coming before 
the people, as he does, with the prestige 
of an adm inistration 
unsurpassed for 
patriotism and with not a sign of Demo­ 
cratic dissension discoverable in any por­ 
tion of the United States. 
The Republican National Convention 
met at Chicago with the portentous cloud 
of Blaine’s absolute unwillingness to be 
its standard-bearer hovering over it. In 
the bewilderment incident to such 
dilemma they set about to do the very 
worst thing possible under the circum­ 
stances. 
It will scarcely be disputed 
by any intelligent m an that the labor 
elem ent of the U nited States has become 
a most potential factor in our politics, 
The wage-earners during the past ten 
years have had an education in practical 
politics which is one of the most whole­ 
som e signs of the times. Any party 
which dem onstratively excites the ani­ 
mosity of this elem ent is certain to go 
down. 
It was under such circumstances that 
the Republican party proceeded to make 
the very worst nominations they could 
possibly haye made. 
One of the most 
formidable candidates before the Conven­ 
tion, Chatwcey M. Depew, was a railway 
president. That body quickly showed 
its lack of sym pathy with the aspirations 
of Republican workingmen by repudiat­ 
ing the quite strong claims of Judge 
Gresham, who would have made a very 
strong nominee. 
But they did more and 
worse than that. They proceeded to 
place in nomination for the first place 
on the ticket a m an who was a rail 
way attorney, and who had ostenta­ 
tiously antagonized the cause of labor at 
every stage of its contest with entrenched 
capital. 
Gen. H arrison’s record on this 
issue is too pronounced to adm it of gloss. 
W ith the Pacific Coast almost equally di­ 
vided politically, and liable to be deter­ 
mined in their preferences by the merest 
trifle, they nominated for President a 
man who has shown himself to be in fa­ 
vor of the Chinese. To cap the climax 
of their disregard of the preferences of 
the people of this Coast, they nominated 
for Vice-President Levi P. Morton, a New 
York and London banker who, during 
his career in Congress, uniformly voted 
against our silver interests. 
Blundering was never carried to 
greater extent than by this National Con­ 
vention. Already the wage-earners have 
informed 
themselves 
of 
Harrison’s 
record and are affiliating 
with the 
Democracy. 
This work is proceeding 
with enthusiasm. It reaches from New 
York to the Rocky Mountains, and no­ 
where is it more universal or more prom­ 
ising of disaster to Harrison than in his 
own State of Indiana. The Labor Signal 
of Indianapolis, the leading organ of the 
workingmen of the Hoosier State, is on his 
track with hot vehemence. 
It will be

But this 
condition is rendered of comparatively 
little value by the delay in the exchange 
of ratification on the part of the Chinese 
Government. The Chinese Minister is 
now said to be in Peru. 
He has the 
ratification of the United States attached 
to the treaty, but is in no hurry about 
obtaining the ratification of his own Gov 
ernm ent. The one thing all Chinese 
have is plenty of time. 
The Alta, of the 13th inst., quotes the 
foregoing, and in a rem arkably luminous 
manner sets the slander at rest. 
We 
quote; 
This is the sublimation of political in­ 
direction. If the Senate had been con­ 
tent to ratify and not tinker the treaty it 
would now be in force. As it was origin­ 
ally written, it had been agreed to at Pe­ 
kin, and its ratification was ready at a 
moment’s notice by cable. The Repub­ 
licans in the Senate were not ignoraut of 
this. They knew that tinkering meant 
delay, and they tinkered. It is contemp­ 
tible to charge upon China a responsibil­ 
ity that belongs to the Republican party, 
and leaderB and newspapers on

had the assurance

Hoffman that the treaty was self-enforc­ 
ing, and that, as it came from the hands 
of Mr. Bayard, it shut out the prior resi­ 
dente and the holders of the red tag.

T hat Commodity Remains on the 
Free List — A Free Whisky 
Amendment Fails.

reduce the revenue about $5,000,000, but 
that could be accomplished as well with­ 
out injuring an industry by taking that 
amount of gold and silver from the trea­ 
sury and sinking it into the Potomac ri­ 
ver. The passage of this bill would ab ­ 
solutely destroy the main wool-raising 
industry of the country.

The Portland Oregonian say s: 
Let us suppose th at under the Burlin 
game treaty the Pacific coast was full of 
Chinese labor; that it could be had at 
from 50 cents to 75 cents a day. Labor is 
held so low in Asia that multitudes 
would come here at that price, and it 
would be a boon to the Chinese to pay 
them that. 
W ith labor at hand, every 
white m an could become an employer, 
and it should be so arranged th at Chinese 
could not invest capital and become em 
ployers of labor among us. 
The white 
man could employ labor to clear and im ­ 
prove land and raise his crops; to carry 
on all practicable enterprises as well as 
to grow all sorts of products. W hite men 
would be attracted here by this protection 
of their interests, and every m an of 
ordinary energy and ability would soon 
become a producer, manufacturer, or 
man of business, and the poorer among 
them could find employment as foremen 
or managers of labor in connection with 
the common prosperity. 
Some will say 
that this would degrade labor; that the 
Chinese are made slaves o f; that time 
would develop evils under such a system. 
But this cannot be. The stimulus given 
product:on would be lasting, and as time 
passed away th e conditions of society 
would accommodate themselves to w hat­ 
ever m ight occur. If the Chinese re­ 
mained in great num bers, the fruitful 
Boil, the teeming resources of forests and 
ores would gradually develop and call 
for labor, and the millions of Asia would 
certainly respond, and even at cheap 
wages would lay up m oney to retire on. 
This is the true Republican attitude on 
the Chinese question. 
It is H arrison’s 
position exactly. But then the Oregonian 
wins distinction by telling the truth in 
the premises. 


Republicans clamor loudly for high 
tariff. 
I t is a new departure with that 
party. 
H ere is Garfield’s view of the 
question: 
I hold that a properly adjusted compe­ 
tition between home and foreign pro­ 
ducts is the best gauge by which to reg­ 
ulate international trade.

am for a protection which leads to ulti­ 
mate free trade. I am for that free trade 
which can be achieved only through pro­ 
tection.

A VOTE DECIDED ON. 
It was at this point that the suggestion 
of Mr. Mills to vote on the free wool 
clause at 1 o’clock was interposed and 
adopted. 
Adams, of Illinois, spoko in favor of 
changing to January 1, 1889, the time 
when the free wool schedule B hould go 
into effect. 
Allen, of Massachusetts, sent to the 
Clerk’s desk and had read a letter from 
Mr. W hitm an. President of the National 
Association ot Wool M anufacturers, stat­ 
ing that the wool manufacturers are op­ 
posed to the removal of duty on foreign 
wool. Tho perm anent success of the 
wool manufacturing industry, said the 
W hitman letter, is dependent upon the 
growth in this country of their principal 
raw material. 
Jackson, of Pennsylvania, bore testi­ 
mony that the wool manufacturers of 
Philadelphia were uncompromisingly op­ 
posed to free trade. 
Kerr, of Iowa, called attention to the 
fact that the reduction of the duty on 
wool in 1883 had resulted in an increase 
of revenue to the extent of $11,000,000, 
aud he, therefore, favored a return to the 
tariff of 1867. 
Anderson, of Iowa, said th at the self­ 
constituted champions of American la­ 
bor, by declaring th at tho bill was an 
assault upon American labor and indus­ 
try, were presenting a false issue to the 
country.

After a brief argum ent by Breckin­ 
ridge, of Kentucky, in favor of the free 
wool clause, W ilkins of Ohio, moved to 
strike wool from the free list. On divi 
sion the vote stood 95 to 122 and the 
announcem ent was received with ap- 
plauso on the Democratic side. 
Snowden, of Pennsylvania and W il­ 
kins and Foran, of Ohio, were the only 
Democrats voting in tho

C hicago, July 16.—The cross-examin­ 
ation of informer Sm ith was finished this 
afternoon and an adjournm ent taken till 
to-morrow. 
A conference was held this afternoon 
at the office of the Burlington Road at 
which the road wag represented by Pres­ 
ident Ferkins, Vice-President Deas ley, 
General M anager Stone, W. R . Dexter 
f n 1J. W . Bly. The other side was repre­ 
sented by Chief A rthur of the Locomo­ 
tive Engineers, Chief Sargent of the Lo­ 
comotive Firem en, and Alexander Sulli­ 
van, their counsel. 
The arrival of Ar­ 
th u r and Sargent in Chicago had been 
kept secret till the conference was over. 
Chairmen Hoge and Murphy were also 
present. 
The officials of the two Broth­ 
erhoods assured th e railroad men that 
they had no sym pathy with the dyna­ 
m iters. 
At the conference the strike 
situation as it affected the public and 
the parties to the struggle was discussed. 
All agreed that it would bo well if the 
strike could be ended. 
President PerkinB was seen. after the 
conference, and said that nothing was 
definitely settled. 
Neither Mr. A rthur 
nor Mr. Sargent could be found after the 
conference. 
Touching the meeting Chairman Hoge 
said to an Associated Press reporter: 
“ Propositions were subm itted by both 
sides to the controversy, looking toward 
a settlem ent of the strike. 
W hat these 
propositions were I am not a t liberty to 
state. They have not taken a tangible 
form, and will not until another confer­ 
ence is held, which will be in a few days. 
Mr. Hoge then showed the reporter a 
telegram which was sent from Daven­ 
port to W. F. Gould, and which reads as 
follows: 
Owing to certain events the men at 
this point have decided that we had bet­ 
ter adopt extrem e measures. 
“ This is only one out of m any tele­ 
grams of a sim ilar nature, said the 
Chairm an, which have reached here to­ 
day. This one is addressed to Chair­ 
m an Gould, of the Rock Island Grievance 
Committee and shows which way the 
wind is blowing. H e also said a general 
m eeting of the Chairm en of the Griev­ 
ance Committees of nearly every line 
running out of Chicago, would be held 
here this week, at which action will be 
taken to resent the wholesale arrest and 
persecution of Brotherhood men, which 
has occurred in Chicago during the 
past ten days. 
“ W hat does the w riter of the dispatch 
mean when he speaks of extrem e meas­ 
u res?” was then aeked. 
“ That rem ains to be seen; it may 
mean a strike on th e road represented, 
or it may mean a boycott of the Burling­ 
ton, which would eventually termiüaie 
in a strike. The m eeting will decide 
th at question.” 
*‘Do you think there will be a strike?” 
“ Well, the men on the Grand Trunk, 
Rock Island and Northwestern, among 
others, are very sore over these arrests 
and will certainly speak in no uncertain 
tone when the time comes. They do not 
believe in dynam ite, neither do they be­ 
lieve in persecution.” 
“ Will this m eeting have the power to 
declare a strike w ithout the sanction of 
Chief A rthur?” 
“ Yes, and they will do it if necessary. 
The support of A rthur is only for its 
moral and financial effect. 
If any of the 
system s conclude to strike and A ithur 
refuses to sanction the move, we receive 
no support from the Brotherhood. At 
the same time the C hairm an of any sys­ 
tem can declare a strike on that system, 
provided the Brotherhood men employed 
there so desire.”

B o s t o n , July 1 6 .—In the discussion on 
convict labor at the Prison Reform Asso­ 
ciation C. R. Brockway, of 
the New 
Y ork State Reformatory, said that the 
products of convict labor in the country 
am ounted to practically nothing; they 
were not more than a small part of one 
per cent, of the products of free labor. 
The Yates bill of New York and the 
O’Neill bill in Congress are examples of 
the legislative tendency to discrim inate 
in favor of one class at the expense of 
'others. 
Brockway’s proposition was to hold a 
conference this fall, representing all the 
States, if possible, to consider the prison 
labor question. 
Brockway presented a 
resolution, which was adopted, providing 
th a t the Executive Committee of the 
Association confer w ith the Governors of 
the States of the Union with a view to 
calling such a conference. 
Professor Way land, of New Haven, 
offered the following resolution: 
Re­ 
solved, That, in the judgm ent of this As­ 
sociation, 
productive 
prison 
labor 
is 
an 
indispensible 
factor 
in 
the work 
of 
prison 
reform, 
and 
any scheme whicn has a tendency to 
perm it or promote the idleness of prison­ 
ers will inflict irreparable injury on the 
prisoners, the workingman and the State. 
The resolution was adopted. 
Baird, of Virginia, said the O’Neill bill 
contained the two m onstrous propositions 
th a t if the convicts be compelled to live 
in idleness they will become physical 
and morul wrecks, and the poor people 
of the country will pay most of the taxes 
to support all the convicts in idleness. 
The evening session opened with an 
address by N. H . Brooker, of South Car­ 
olina. 
R. V. McClaughey, warden of the 
Illinois penitentiary, subm itted the re­ 
port of the Committee on Registration 
of 
criminals, 
with 
particular 
re­ 
ference 
to 
the 
so-called 
Bertilion 
system. 
The 
report 
advocated 
th at the existing m ethods of dealing with 
criminals are entirely too lax, and sterner 
form s of repression are necessary. The 
rules Bhoula be the more strict the more 
more unruly the prisoner, and when a 
criminal is shown

to

unfit 
to 
be 
at 
large 
he 
should 
be 
imprisoned 
for life. The report compared the sys 
tern of registration to a

which of late have become more fre­ 
quent. 
Perhaps the most curious cir­ 
cumstance about W illiam III, is that so 
little is known about him . 
If the 
sovereign is a happy one who has no 
history, then the Dutch King W illiam 
should be the most beatific of men.

At that time three 
men were employed and one delivery 
wagon was used. About three car-loads 
of beer were bottled per month at this 
depot. E. C. Schnabel, son of the senior 
member of the firm in San Jose, as­ 
sumed the general management of this 
company’s interests in Southern Cali­ 
fornia in April of 1887. 
At that time

Schnabel ?” queried an Express reporter 
who dropped in this morning while 
searching for news. 
“We give steady 
employment to twenty men; six two- 
horse teams are required to deliver our 
goods.” 
“ How much beer do you handle per 
day, Mr. Schnabel?” 
* 
“ It will average, now, about one car­ 
load per «lay, which is equal to fifty bar­ 
rels of thirty gallons each, or a total of 
1,500 gallons per day.” 
“You must realize an immense ex­ 
pense of freight in transporfation from 
your brewery at San Jose to this city, in 
the course of a month ? 
Do you not an­ 
ticipate building a brewery here and save 
this expense?” 
“Yes, onr freight bill is heavy. Nego­ 
tiations are now pending for the purchase 
of tea acres near Los Angeles, for sale 
and I expect to sign papers for our peo 
pie within thirty days, closing the con­ 
tract. We will then erect a brewery, 
which will be running by next season 
and will cost, including' plant, about 
$250,000.” 
“ Yes, we will then save in freight alone 
about $2,500 per month.” 
“ Your product has become very pop­ 
ular on this coast, has it not, Mr. Schna­ 
bel?” 
“ Yes, it has taken awards at the fol­ 
lowing expositions; World’s Fair, held 
at New Orleans in 1885-80; Mechanics’ 
Institute Fair, first prize, 1885-86, and 
gold medal, the first ever issued by this 
institute, held in 1887; State Fair, held 
at Sacramento in 1885; San Joaquin Val­ 
ley Fair, held at Stockton in 1886; South­ 
ern California Fair, held in this city in 
1887, and many others.” 
The following was issued from the 
State Assay Office, after examining the 
Fredericksburg beer, dated San Fran­ 
cisco, February 23, 1888: 
ADULTERATIONS. 
None of the substauces used to pre 
serve poorly brewed beers, such as sal 
icylic, boric or sulphurous acid, were 
found, nor could any strychnia, bucia, 
colchicin, picrotoxine, or any other 
fraudulent substitute for hops be detect­ 
ed by the most rigorous search. Lead 
and copper salts which are sometimes 
found in beer carelessly handled were en­ 
tirely absent. 
All the results go to show that the beer 
analyzed contains all the ingredients of 
good beer, both qualitatively and quanti­ 
tatively.—[Evening Exprees.
